the Chinese people. 


The so-called trial balloons sent out by the Soviet Union which were 
aimed at deceiving ite people, totally lack a sincere desire to improve 
relations with China. China has laid down four conditions for reopening 
Sino=Soviet talke. They require that the Soviet Union reduce ite troops 
stacioned along the Stno-Soviet border, withdraw ite tioope from Mongolia, 
stop giving support to the Vietnamese aggression against Kampuchea and 
pull out al) tts forces from Afghanistan. Moscow, however, has siaply 
disregarded the Chinese conditions. 


The logic followed by Brezhnev and other Soviet leaders is that as 
Premier Thao Ziyang is charged with the task of promoting reforms.

STTUATLON IN WESTERN SAHARA RIVLEWED

\Text) Beijing, 12 September (XINHUA)--The war sparked off by the disputes 
over Western Sahara between Morocco and the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Weet Sahara (Polisario Front) has recently flared up again after 
several monthe of tranquility. 


Since the begianing of last month, a series of fightings between the two 
sides have taken place. Local obser era point out that on the eve of the 
Freetown Conference of the ad hoc OAU Gommittee on the West Sahara, both 
sides are trying to get the upperhand on the battlefield to coordinate 
their diplomatic activities, 


Guerrillas of the Polisario Front have since early last month intensified 
their attacks on the Moroccan troops. On 15 August, they penetrated 

inte southern Moroceo and once occupiod the Sidi Amara village on the 
outekirte of Akka City. A communique of the front claimed that 127 
Moreccan troops were killed. On 20 and 21 August, the guerrillas made 
atteocke on [word ti dietinct) area near Tantan City in southern Morocco. 
‘82 Meroccan troops were reported to have been killed an’ 300 others 
wounded. While the Moroccans seid over 200 guerrillas were kilied and 

M0 military vehicles destroyed in the encounter. 


According to a communique tesued by the Polisario Front, the guerrillas 
made 16 assaults last month, killing a total of 600 Moroccan troops and 
vounding 6400 others. 


On | September, the guerrillas in 400 military vehicles raided Tata City, 
15O Kilometres south of Agadir in southern Morocco, in the biggest and 
Most penetrating attack in five monthe. The Moroccans declared that 
during the battle over 300 guerrilles were killed or wounded and 70 
military vehicles destroyed. While the Polisario Front claimed that 

ite guerrillas had once “besieged and occupied" Tata for several hours. 
They killed 212 Moroccan troops, captured 70 military vehicles and downed 
one F-1 mirage plane. Another communique of the front said that another 
P-i mirage was brought down over Erseyra in southern Morocco on 

9 September. 














The Polisarto Front has for some time eatadiished bases in southern 
Morocco, and concentrated ite troops to raid Zag and ite surrounding 
areas. The two sides have been locked in fierce fighting. Zag, an 
important base of the Moroccan army, ie 150 km from Algeria and 60 kw 
from West Sahara. The area of several hundred aquare kilometres ia formed 
of chaine of rugged mountains and noted for ics difficult terrain, § If 
the Polisario Front could gain control of the area, it may cut the link 
between Morocco and Weet Sahara. Since November iast year, Morocco has 
sent well-equipped mobile forces of 10,000 acrong (the Polisarto Front 
estimated the number at 20,900) in three mopping up operations in Weet 
Sahara and southern Morocco. In early March this year, in order to 
destroy the front's bases inside Morocco, the Moroccans used 7,000 mobile 
troops to mop up guerriilas in Zag, Tigeert River Valley and Ouarksiz 
Mountain, unleashing the most fierce fighting since the etart of the West 
Sahara war. The Polisario Front declared in a war communique, it inflicted 
some 2,000 casualties over the Moroccan troops in the 1lO-day fighting. 
Since then, despite sporadic fighting, tranquility had prevalied in the 
region for 2 months. In early May @ Moroccan mobile force of 10,000 
again launched large-scale mopping up operations in the region. They 
opened a 30-km passage between Zag and Assa, and were joined by the 
isolated garrisson troops in Zag. The Moroccans claimed that they wiped 
out 450 guerrillas and destroyed 160 military vehicles in the campaign. 


The recent situation on the battlefield showed that the Moroccan troops 
backed by air forces have strengthened mopping up operations while the 
guerrillas responded with surprise attacks by small teams. Obviously 

the guerrillas are powerless to win compiete victory on the battlefield. 

But it is aleo difficult for the Moroccan troops to inflict heavy casualties 
on the Polisario Front. It seems the West Sahara war will be a long- 
drawn-out war of attrition, which will be a heavy burden to both Morocco 

and the Tolisario Front and its supporters. Thus there is every reason 

to hope that all the parties concerned would be willing to seek a just 
solution to the conflict through peaceful consultations.

Time-Honored Sino-Kenyan Friendship 


While recetving this correspondent, mayor of Mombasa Mr Sumba said, 
"The people of Mombasa are familiar with China. Contacts between Kenya 
and China were started by our ancestors and the friendship between our 
two peoples goes back to ancient times." 


What I saw during my visit to this port city with a history of over 
1,000 years testified to the mayor's words. 


In a visit to the museum in Fort Jesus in the old port of Mombasa, I 
saw among the exhibits dozens of Chinese porcelain, most of which are 
products of the Ming and Qing dynasties. 


In the northern part of Mombasa, I saw the ruins of a “Chinese money 
shop." However, it is said to have been owned by Arabe instead of Chinese. 
It was so named because transactions were carried out with Chinese 
currency. On display in a museum there were some Chinese coins unearthed 
from the ruins of the bank. 


Twenty kilometers north of Mombasa is Malindi, a port the well-known 
Chinese navigator Zheng He of the Ming dynasty had called at.

[Text] On } September, the government of /!imbabwe announced that it was 
breaking 411 ties with the South African authorities except trade rela- 
tions. Thies is 4 just decision on the Zimbabwean peop'e to defend their 
independence and security and prevent the raciet South African regime 
from carrying out subversive activities in the oun ty, When Zimbabwe 
gained ite independence in April thie year, Prime Minister Robert Mugabe 
declared that his government would gaintain good neighbor y relations with 
South Africa. But he also declared hie government's opposition to South 
Africa's racist policy. While pledging noninterference in the internal 
affaire of South Africa he also demanded the same from the latter. This 
wiee policy has won appreciation at home and abroad. 


However, the South African authorities have adopted 4 hostile attitude 
towards Zimbabwe. Through their diplomatic missions they have recruited 
elements hostile to the Zimbabwean Government to carry out subversion and 
sabotage in Zimbabwe. In view of this, Prime Minister Mugabe issued a 
warning to the South African authorities in July. However, the South 
African authorities have not pulled in their horne and, on the contrary, 
Botha, leader of the South African authorities, said arrogantly and 
threateningly: “South Africa will deal with ite neighboring countries 

as it did in Southern Angola.” in face of the peremptory attitude of 
South Africa, the 7igsbabwean Government resolutely announced the severance 
of ite diplomatic relations with South Africa.

Wang Rezhong will resign from his 
position as vice premier but continue to work ae secretary of the CCP 
Central Committee and concurrently ainister of the propaganda department 
of the CCP Central Committee. Chen Yonggui has been dismissed from his 
post because of serious mistakes and Zhao Ziyang has been recommended 
for the post of premier. Zhao Ziyang will be responsible for putting 
forth other changes in the personnel of the state council at the NPC 
session. This reshuffle has the approval of patriotic Chinese in Hong 
Kong and Macao, overseas Chinese and friends of the Chinese people.

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Wowever, this change alone will not insure the victorious achievement of 
the four @odernigations, We have already pointed out that overcoming 
bureaucta!l iam is the current preseing task, However, we must etill 
examine in depth the actual conditions of the state today, There are 
w“ny other problems that must be watched closely, This is because some 
of the central government decr es have not been implemented in certain 
departments and certain areas, A perfunctory attitude and feigning 
compliance with central orders aad open opposition to central policies 
and guiding principles are neither rare nor limited to just a few indi- 
viduals. 


This is quite a serious problem which is caused on by both the existence 
of bureaucratiem to a great extent and by the continuing remnant ideolo- 
gical poison created by Lin Biao and the “gang of four.” Lu Dingy! 
pointed out at 4 group meeting of the CPPCC: “During the ‘Great OG. ‘tural 
Revolution’, Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four’ promoted a gang of ‘rebels.’ 
Half of the CCP members joined the party at that time.” This gang of 
people are now scattered over various poste in the middie and lower 
levels and have some authority. We do not have adequate reasons to 
believe that all of them are good or bad. However, reality has proven 
that the nature of orders from the central authorities changes when they 
come into the hands of these people. Lu Dingy! said: ‘Wang Hongwen 
said that ‘people will see the situation in 10 years’ we must not forget 
this statement.” Although the wolves--the “gang of four'~-are gone now, 
we still must pay attention to the foxes. 


This ie very difficult and it takes a relatively long time to solve 

such a serious problem. Fundamentally speaking, it is « problem of the 
entire party and it is impossible to solve all kinds of probiems in a 
day. We can only sort out the gost urgent and serious ones and deal with 
them first. 


What is the most important thing’ It is that leaders o!f the higher and 
middle level must be sincere, honest and whoiehearted in implementing 
the policy of the central authorities. What we mean by sincerity and 
honesty is full ideological support, and what we mean by wholeheartedness 
means actual practice. If leaders of the higher and middle level are 
not performing satisfactorily due to rigid or semirigid ways of thinking, 
we can put them aside for the time being. However, if they are not 
performing setisfactorily because they are the escaped followers of Lin 
Biao and Jiang Qing or they are deeply poisoned by them and refuse to 
repent, we should dismiss them and deal with them in accordance with the 
actual situation. In the past, we were too soft-hearted in dealing with 
such people. We only streseed patience and education. As a result, the 
progress of the four modernizations has been slow. 


Only if higher and middle level leaders implement the policy of the 


centra’ authorities, pursue the path toward modernization and strive tc 
improve the people's living standard can we achieve all the things 
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mentioned by Hua Guofeng in his long apeech, Wowever, we do not have a 
guarantee for thie because the basic level leaders must also be revolu- 
flonartes, Wowever, we must make great efforts and spend @ very ong

PLA DEPUTIES’ BOYCOTT OF NPC DISCUSSION DEFENDED

(Text) During the third session of the fifth NPC, four deputies from 
the PLA abruptly withdrew from a panel discussion in great anger, and two 
other PLA deputies indignantly walked out at an ongoing plenary meeting 
of the NPC session. These incidents happened for the first time in the 
NPC's history. We cannot deny the fact that they were serious incidents 
and have had very bad consequences.

The question that prompted their waiking out is why the }point joint 
proposal put forward at the NPC session by our PLA deputies was deliberately 
slandered and flagrantly rejected with the remark that their proposal 

could in no way represent che PLA. Their proposal calls for a reinvesti- 
gation of the Lin Biao incident; an investigation of the "571 Engineering 
Project" forged by Kang Sheng, Wang Dongxing and Zhang Chunqiao; and a 
reexamination of the cases of more than 370 PLA cadres involved in the 

Lin Biao incident, as well as their rehabilitation. These cadres included 
the former PLA chief of general staff Huang Hongsheng and the former 

PLA branch directors and unit commanders Wu Faxian, Li Zuopeng, Qiu 


Huizuo, Ma Ning, Ding Sheng and Long Shujin. 


We cannot make use of the trial of the gang of four to strike at PLA 
cadres. It is necessary to proceed from the fact that the above cadres 
were assigned by Chairman Mao to leading posts at the central level and 
in the PLA and to handle the problem (’of their rehabilitation). The 
joint proposal put forward by PLA deputies has nothing wrong [words 
indistinct) and is basically correct. It represents the demand of 
numerous PLA cadres. We should know that our army cadres have never 
received such heavy blows and been so cruelly persecuted as they were 
during the heyday of the gang of four, especially (’since Vice Chairman 
Deng Xiavping came to power at the Party Central Committee).

profound feelings for Lin Blac, who shielded them during the cultural 
revolution, and that they did all kinds of evil things when PLA unite 
were engaged in the “three supporte and two militaries” tasks. They 
made this charge without objectivity but with a view of taking revenge. 
what Che PLA did during the cultural revolution was done under ordere of 
Mao Zedong, chaleman of the Military Commission of the Party Central 
Committee.

COMMENTS ON MILITARY SPENDING, NATIONAL DEFENSE

[Text] Shortly before the third session of the fifth NPC, the miniecver 

of finance and the minister in charge of the State Planning Commission 

were hastily replaced, ending temporarily the dispute that had been 

going on for nearly 7 monthe on the military budget. However, in dis- 
cussing the two reports [by Yao Yilin and Wang Bingqian at the NPC session), 
the various PLA services and arme and PLA unite have raised many practical 
questions. Even quite a number of middle-level and high-level cadres 

are doubtful and worried whether the army's modernization will be 

adversely affected by the control of financial economic powers by Wang 
Bingqian and Yao Yilin. 


Many comrades feel that cutting back military expenditure and speeding 
up modernization of national defense are contradictory to each other. 
This is to expect the horse to run fast while cutting its feed. 


This strong reaction of military cadres to the military budget and to the 
new choices of personnel for the Ministry of Finance and the State 
Commission of Planning is quite normal. This is because: First, military 
expenditure indeed has a direct bearing on army-building; and second, no 
exact figure of military expenditure has ever been reported in the country 
and in the army since the Eighth Party Congress. Therefore, when PLA 
cadres hear about the cutting down of the military budget, they cannot 
help feeling all kinds of doubts and misgivings. Their doubts and 
misgivings are groundless. 


It is well known that our country's militery expenditure is much higher 
now than in the early period following the founding of the People's 
Republic. Even in the past few years, since the Party Central Committee 
decided to place the emphasis on agriculture, light industry, scientific 
research and culture and education, the direct and open military budget 
still has been 15 percent higher than agricultural investment and 30 
percent higher than the budget for culture, education, scientific research 
and public health.

[Text] Beijing, 15 September (XINHUA)=--A memorial meeting wae held here 
today for the writer Yang Shuo. 


Yang Shuo wae vice-chairman of the Chinese Committee for Afro-Asian 
Solidarity and chairnan of the Foreign Literature Committee under the 
Chinese Writers’ Association, He died on 3 August 19686, at the age of 
55 under persecution of Lin Biao and Jiang Qing. 


The memorial speech described Yang Shuo as “a prose writer of influence 
and loved by the masses” “who left behind a large amount of writings 
portraying the natural beauty and people of Asian and African courcries 
and supporting the struggles of the third world countries for independence, 
democracy, freedom and liberation.” The speech was delivered » Lin Lin, 
vice-president of the Chinese People's Association for Friendship with 
Foreign Countries. 


"Yang Shuo made active contributions to increasing mutual understanding 
and friendship among peoples of the world,” said Lin Lin. 


Yang Shuo joined the Chinese revolution in 1937 when he did cultural and 
propaganda work in the headquarters of the Eighth Route Army in Shanxi 
Province. In 1946 he took part in the war of liberation as a war 
correspondent. When the war to resist U.S. aggression and aid Korea 
began he went to the battlefields and wrote the novel “Three Thousand 

Li of Mountains and Rivers” on Korean patriotism.

BACKGROUND OF BELJING PEOPLE'S ART THEATER

[Text! Beijing, 18 September (XINHUA)<-The Beijing People's Art Theater 
will be China's firet professional modern drama company to visit the 
West when it makes ite European debut later this month. 


Set up in June 1922, the theater has an experienced staff of 300 and a 
repertory of 160 plays. Built on the pattern of a national theater, it 
has developed ite own etyle of performing art and established its own 
standards for training stage artists. 


Cao Yu, playwright for half a century and now president of the Chinese 
Dramatists Association, is president of the theater. The late Jiao Juyin, 
whose stage career is of national renown, was its general stage director. 


The theater works on a system of the president being in full charge of 
production. An art committee of experts works under him to give advice 
on selecting new plays and choosing the cast. 


Decades of hard work and close cooperation has built up a great under- 
standing between the theater and three prominent contemporary writers, 
the late Guo Moro, Lao She and Cao Yu himself. Guo Moro, majestic and 
pursuasive, Lao She, sharp and humorous, and Cao Yu, intelligent and 
dramatic, have joined forces to build a repertory for the theater famed 
for its style and grace and a natural simplicity acquired from strict 
training. 


A center of attraction for young ambitious writers (hroughout the years, 
the theater received more than 100 new piays in 1979. For those of 
promise, it organized discussions and offered expoert help, a practice 
much appreciated by the public. 


As with all state theaters, it is supported by government subsidies, in 
its case amounting to 200 to 400 thousand yuan a year. High is the cost 
of costume and decor of classical plays and new productions, but the 
tickets of this leading drama theater of the country are sold at ordinary 
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Low prices, Directors and performers receive wages from the government, 
and there are extra pays for performance activities and evening rehearsals, 


The Cheater has over 100 veteran dramatists who began their career as 
early ae the 1930's, Reeruite are drawn each year from graduates of drama 
institutes as well as from amateur talents. Three times in the past two 
decades, the Cheater has enlisted new people from among students and 
factory and cural youth, totalling 100, After three years of training, 

20 of these met che requirements for joining the theater, while the reat 
were given work in other drama companies, All the dozen new plays the 
theater staged in the past 2 years offered three caste, to give the new 
comers an early hance of the limelight. 


Many of the theater's directors and actors lecture at drama and cinema 
institutes, More than 150 amateur drama troupes have received coaching 
from the theater. 


rior to the opening night of every new production, the theater gives 


dress rehearsals to people of different professions and circles to listen 
to their suggestions.

FOLK LITERATURE STUDY--Beijing, 11 Sep (XINHUA)=--The China Society for 
the Study of Folk Literature and Art has set up branches or preparatory 
committees in 25 provinces and the city of Shanghai, according to the 
latest issue of the monthly journal "FOLK LITERATURE," These local 
groups are collecting folk tales and songs. More than 50 new books of 
folk literature have been published in the past 2 years, including 
"Chinese Folk Tales," "Essays on Chinese Folk Literature," and fairy tales, 
animal stories and folk tales of the Mongolian, and Dauer and She nation- 
alities, legends of peasant uprisings and stories about folk heroes. 
Almost all of the major books in this field banned during the "cultural 
revolution" have been reissued. Periodicals and books on folk literature 
are being put out in Hebei, Henan, Jaingsu, Sichuan, Hunan, Yunnan and 
Guizhou Provinces. Before the "cultural revolution" there was only 

one such magazine in the whole country. "MANASS" in the Kirgiz language 
and "GESAR," a Tibetan epic being put out volume by volume in the Tibetan 
language, have been well received.

CALLIGRAPHY COURSES--Beijing, 11 Sep (XINHUA)--The Chinese Calligraphy 
School set up in central Beijing last month reported today that it is 
getting between 100 and 200 applications a day for lessons in this 
traditional art form. Wang Mingyun, an official of the China National 
Calligraphy Association which was also formed last month and which 
established the school, said: "Letters are pouring in from other parts 
of the country applying for correspondence courses." The school's Saturday 
night course in basic calligraphy and regular script runs for 3 months. 
Public interest in calligraphy has been increasing for several years. 
Calligraphy lessons have been reintroduced at primary and middle schools, 
exhibitions have been held in a number of cities, and noted calligraphers 
have toured schools, factories, army units and country districts to teach. 
Some 20,000 people attended the First National Calligraphy and Seal- 
Cutting Exhibition at Beijing's Palace Museum in July. Wang Mingyun said 
it was gratifying that many of them were young people who were deprived 
of cultural studies during the "cultural revolution."
